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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In a request for reconsideration dated 2/4/2005, 
Applicant asserts (1) that Hsu and IS683A show neither a system nor a mobile station that converts a data burst message to/from a 
plurality of IP packets. (2) the Hsu solution is to abandon the data burst messages of the 1S683A protocol altogether and use packet data 
messages instead, in order to establish secure TCP/IP communications between a wireless station and an Internet-based provisioning 
server and (3) Claims 1 & 9 provide secure communication of data burst messages by embedding them within a plurality of encrypted IP 
packets for transmission between a mobile station and a server. 

Applicant is directed to col. 6, lines 21-57 of Hsu. Hsu discloses a digital telephone that communicates with an IWF (Interworking 
Function Unit) according to CDMA standards (wireless messages). The IWF recovers (extracts from encapsulation) the TCP/IP messages 
from the CDMA packets and transmits the messages to the proxy gateway. The proxy gateway then performs security functions to provide 
a "secure two-way client-server application layer session between the proxy gateway server and the digital telephone". 
Regarding (1) t Hsu teaches converting a data burst message of the IS683A protocol to Internet protocol packets (col. 6, lines 21-25 & 43- 



Regarding (2) & (3), Hsu does not abandon the data burst messages, but uses the I683A protocol by encapsulating OTA/data burst 
messages in the TCP/IP packets via an interpreter interface (col. 13, lines 35-45 & col. 13, lines 55-61). The phone receives updates, etc. 
from the provisioning server via a TCP/IP network. The provisioning server's data burst messages are sent in TCP/IP packets, which are 
in turn sent over the air using a wireless protocol, to activate features or update the phone. Hsu specifically does this so that no wireless 
communication infrastructure changes are needed (col. 8, lines 10-12). 

If Applicant intends to rely on the specification to further define, for instance, "wireless messages" or "data burst message" over what Hsu 
has disclosed, Applicant is reminded that those definitive limitations must be in the claims.. 
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
